That fire has not died, and it will not have died until Germans themselves 
have free minds again and no power remains on the face of the earth to deny 
the liberty of man’s mind. And when the history of this awful war is written 
there is a description of it that would be fitting. It was the war to put out the 
fire which Hitler lighted in Berlin ten years ago today.

A research professor aims to show the rela- 
tionship between German agriculture and 
democratic reconstruction. Part one analyzes 
how agricultural protectionism by the Ger- 
man Junkers, in combination with their 
philosophy, set back democratization. Part 
two studies how the almost complete escape 
of the Junkers from the German revolution 
of 1918 contributed to the weakness and fall- 
ing apart of the Weimar republic. It is the 
author’s conviction that to “save the world 
from new disasters” the Junkers must be 
eliminated. Part three indicates how this is 
to be achieved and reconstruction made pos- 
sible.

Betrayal from the East, the 
inside story of Japanese spies in America.

As the author’s Passport to treason (BooK- 
List 39: 385, Je 1 43) reported on Nazi spies 
in America, this book is the first to attempt to 
piece together the full story of Japanese 
espionage and sabotage activities in the United 
States. How agencies like the F.B.I. and O.N1I. 
ferreted out spies and their work, so that be- 
fore Pearl harbor information of tremendous 
importance was in the government’s hands; 
what part Germans such as Bernard Julius 
Kuhn played in the web of espionage, the pro- 
Japanese bias of The Living Age when it 
changed hands just before Pearl harbor, and 
other details. A final chapter warns against 
releasing Japanese from relocation centers 
without checking by the F.B.I. While the ac- 
count reads excitingly and smoothly, it is al- 
most entirely undocumented and because of 
this lacks the stamp of authenticity.

The “1943” in the title remains unchanged because a new publi- 
cation schedule calls for an annual main volume every fall (when 
major publishing plans are completed) and a supplement in the 
spring (for spring and summer lists). The Fourth Edition includes 
all reprints in series up to November 1943. Data in the earlier 
edition ended with November 1942. Because of war conditions the 
intervening twelve months show abnormal changes. 


The third edition was oversubscribed and has been out of print for 
several months.
